ROAD HOG li 
BLAMED FOR 
ACCIDENTS 


The road hog was blamed to- 
day for more than one half of 
the accidents occuring on Califor- 
nia highways. 

This conclusion was announced 
by the State Division of Motor 
Vehicles after an _ exhaustive 
study of causes of traffic acci- 
dents, extending over a periOd of 
several months of Major Louis 
La Place, chief of thebureau of 
statistics of the division. 

“Failure to yielq the right of 


to Frank G. Snook, chief of the 
division,” causes more than 50 
percent of the accidenis. In oth- 
er words, the operator doeg Not 
comply with section 122 of the 
California vehilce act, which says 
you musi drive well to the right.” 
Backing up thisc cnelusion, Ma- 
jor La Place submitted the fol- 
lowing figures for the first three 
months of 1928 on causes of ac- 
cidents: 
Failure yield right of way.. 539 
Drove off road 


Cutting ‘in. 2% aasiinteesecests 453 
Wrong side of road ....... 460 
Reckless and careless ...... 300

Practically all of the accidents, 
said Major La Place, ia the first 
classification, was caused ‘by fail- 
ure to yield right o’ way. 

The report does not take into 
consideration the numberless 1¢- 
cidents to pedestrians at intersec- 
tions caused by road hogs. The 
report continues: 

“In the violation of this sec- 
tion a great many elements en- 
ter, such as cutting in, driv- 
ing on the wrong side, driving 
off the road, reckless atq care- 
less driving. Although speeding 
and reckless driving play a part 
in accidents, they are only sec- 
ond to the first cause. 

“We find in the case Of the 
reckless driver that he’ may be 
responsible for two or three 
wrecks although he may not ac- 
tually strike anybody himself. In 
his wild drive down the cen-
